' iLoadon, Sept. 25.— Premier Balfour, 
in II lengthy letter to the ArclibisUop 
of Oantcrburj , Dr. Dnviilsoii, •lisciii'.sea 
the Maccdoiuau situation. ^ The loiter 
is a rei)ly to the Archbishop's action lu 
dricwiiii; attention to "the growing uu 
easiness among chiircUuien at Uiu ap 
parcift apathy of the llowers wlulo 
jUnspeakablo atrocities (ire bums pie- 
ipetrated 'iu Macedonia." 

Mr, Balfour says ho is in entire sjtu 
patliy w'ltb the feelings of horror iiud 
indignation arid fully understands the 
desire to give exijression lu a public 
meeting to the sentiment of rt-iiioba 
tion wuich recent events havo justiliud 
' iM.r. Uaifour then proceeus to aiiabze 
the situation. He says :— '-Wo hav 
uot now to deal Avlth a siuijilo case 
of inisgovernment or oppression by 
Turlriali officials, but with a problem 
complicated by the fact that the Christ 
Ian population of Macedonia is rent in 
fragments by differences of race aggra- 
vated by dilfereuces of religion, and in 
addition to the ills lullicted by a cor- 
rupt, inculpable adininistratiion and by 
an ill-paid and undisciplined army and 
by the system of taxation. i,We hiive 
to rtH-'kon vrith all the ills, which in a 
popubitjiou not imbued with weotc-ru 
idoiis of humanity, rival nationalities 
and sects do not scruple to iiitiict on one 
another." Jlr. Balfour adds:— "The 
instrument wlioreby the situation may 
bo dealt with is the i-oncert of lOiirope. 
But this, even were they all in bar 
:mouy, is necessarily slow, and may 
•easily be ineffective if the problem is 
.comvlcx. It was a matter ot congratu- 
latioa wbeu Uusslu and Austria, uut- 
(iug with the authority ot Europe, pro- 
'posed to press the scheme of reform 
yiilich, while lacking in tlieoretic perfec- 
tion, came witliin the circuit of prue 
ticul polities, and would, if more earn 
estly prt'ssod by tlie I'orte and more 
frankly accepted by the .MaceJouuia 
lieople, have .spared tlie world the Uor- 
for it has since witnessed. Neither ot 
theso conditions was fulfilled. The 
I'ortc, as usual, was dilatory and fail- 
ed to rico that a policy of humanity 
was a policy of wisdom. The revolu- 
tionists have deliberately done their 
liest to (.'rive tho Turk to excesses and 
furnished him with an e-xouso for de- 
ierring tho execution of reforms, meet 
iug horrors with' horrors and brutality 
with, (brutality, for the deiliberate pur- 
pose of driving the Turks to crimes 
against tlie innocent, and thus play 
upon tho sympathy of tho world. Such 
muthods as these are no more morally 
tolerable than the misgovernment. which 
is their e.>:cuse." 

Coming to tho question of the atti- 
tude of Great Britain, Mr. Balfour 
points . out that Uussjn, Austria and 
.Turkey canuot be in'different to a ter- 
xitorial redistribution 'm tho peninsula 
iwhile Groc<;e, Bulgaria, . Servia and 
Jloumania are all interested in the fate 
of the province whose Christian popu- 
lation is made uii from all the uation- 
aihties. These external compUcatious 
are doubled by internal ones, beonuso 
of religious differences. The Moham 
medans fearing, Christian • rule, while 
■ ithe Exarchists and. Christians persecite 
tho patriarchlsts._ The Greeks, who 
are patriarchlats, " would sooner find 
protection , uuder the rule of the 
Sultaij than be left to fight the matter 
<iiit With the Bulgarians, who are Ex- 
uirchists. It is with a problem such as 
this that one has to deal," says Mr. 
Balfour, "and I cannot but believe that 
thft" best hope of dealing with it lies 
in the continued co-operation of Russia 
and 'Austria, strengthened with the sup- 
port and advice of tho other signator- 
ies of the treaty of Berlin." "Great 
(Britain Las not been precluded by the 
policy outlined from offering sugges- 
tions," continues Mr. Balfour, 'Svhicb 
lias already been done, and she will 
icontinue to do so. But it would be 
tfblly to forget that there are occasions 
twhen two Powers are stronger thuii 
■tiiree." "These principles," continues 
lilr. Balfour, "direct the pojicy ot the 
(British government in the near East." 

Ijondon, Sept. 2.5. — At an intercession 
service in behalf of the iieople of Mace 
donia, held in one of the city churches 
this afternoon, -(.'anon McCall described 
the tM'acedoiiiaiis as laboring under dif 
aicnlties, rendering tliem practically out- 
laws, deprived of the elementary rights 
of liumanity. "Germany, Austria and 
Kussia," he said, "are giving a fr 
hand to the Sultan beciiuse they liave 
agreed to a partition of Turkey in Eu- 
rope. Aut^tria is to have a protector 
ate over Servia with half of Jlace- 
donia, down to 'Salonica; Kussia will get 
the other half of Macedonia, with 
protoctoriite over Bulgiiriii, wliilo CJer- 
inany will get a slice of Asiatic Turkey 
and the port of Salonicn.

The tesfipor- 
ary judge Iiad already intimated that 
the penalty for being guilty would be n 
seiwence to wear a gold watch and 
chain, to purchase which the attorneys 
and other leading men ot Atlin had 
coiitrilnited. The intimation was being 
kept from Judge Henderson. A big 
baniiuet had been prepared to follow 
tiie trial of the august court, and at 
that Judge Ilendei-son was going to be 
given an opiiortunity to say as to what 
he thought of justice when administer- 
ed by others than himself.

T. A. Hell, of the 'i'read- 
golil Coinmlssioii, renin rkeil that Jic was 
greatly plenseU with his visit. The Klou- ^ 
(like was the gieiitest placer camp thiit had 
ever been illscovereil, but ho also hullevedi 
tJiat other cuiuiis, equally as rich, still re- 
mained to be discovered and opened up In 
the district. Dawson City is at the present 
time sulTerlng from business depression, 
trade being slack, and many ihouses empty. 
This wa.s due to the changing conditions, 
liisti-nd ot tho miners <rad otliera coming 
hfto the city to do Wielr business, moichants 
hlid now to go out to the creeks to lind 
tliem. The trade of IDawsoii Itself was 
eouaequelitly dccronslBg, but towns aud 
l>aslnesa commnaltles were springing up at 
various convenient centres on tho creCks. 
Ilonaiiza, Grand Korks, and otJher places at 
the creeks were now looking after the' 
wants of the miners In their districts, and 
were thus diverting trade from Dawson. 
The depressed state ot affairs In filie Vak.-;. 
capital was therefore not due to a decrease 
la the gold wlalng Industry or in the busi- 
ness of the eamv gemmns, but satlior to 
a natural evolution 'being worked iby the 
growtih ot the camp. 

The camp, as a whole, was more stable 
to<lny than during any previous period of 
its history. The days of the old prlmlth-e 
style of placer mining by Individuals was 
[iixst In the Yukon, and Instead, strong cor- 
porations. In a position to hiatal large and 
expensive gold saving and- hydraulle plants 
had tAkoii their place. QwJug to this, 
ground, . which It was ■ not proHttible to 
work a year ago, was being Uinndlcd today 
with . .success, the. clean-up showing good 
proflts upon- the outlay Involved In operat- 
ing. 

In this conneetloa he had been struck 
most forcibly by the preponderance of 
Amerl«in machinery, etc., in the camp. 
There were In the Yukon hundreds, or cyen 
tiiousanda ot elahoriite mialng plants, boil- 
ers, engines, derricks, hoists, and other 
machinery and tackle, jill of which were 
of Anierleaa maaufacturo. During tho 
«1iole of his visit there he had hardly seen 
one pleee ol Canadlaii-mado niaelUnery In 
tlie camp or oa the creeks. This was a 
matter that should bo called to the atten- 
tion of Canadian inanufaetureis, as It ap- 
l.eai'ed that tUey had lost, nnd were still 
losing a grnftd oppoptunlty for bufrfiifiss. 
.Mr. Itell Is very pronouncedly opposed to 
the custom now In vogue of searching pas- 
sengers oiillimnid from Dawsoa for gold, 
rartlenlarly does he think It wrong to ap-

Three boats 
anil gone olT together from the schooner In 
calm weather, but fog i^hut down on them, 
iniil thev could not tlnd tljclr way back 
to the vessel. After being out one day 
they found the boat In wblc'h three of tlioilr 
fellow sealers had been. It was bottom up 
and no traces of the men were found. Tbe 
rescued sealers took 12 skins ihirliig the 
week tihey spent on the Casco, before they 
were n-turned to their vessel.
